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Point Of Curiosity 


After the obvious thing* have been agreed 
on about Gov. Stevenson—that he is a master 
of words and has a fine background of ex­ 
perience—one point of curiosity is going to 
loom even larger than it loomed last Friday 
when he was given the Democratic nomina­ 
tion. 
Where will he locate himself in the political 
spectrum of the coalition which variously has 
been called the New Deal and the Fair Deal? 
This was a lively question among members 
of the coalition before and during the conven­ 
tion. And there is no evidence that they found 
and answer. 
The distance between the Humphrey-Moody 
Junior Roosevelt group at one extreme of the 
spectrum and the Byrd-Russell-Byrnes group 
at the other extreme is too great to be bridged 
by one man. 
Harry Truman could not handle such an 
impossible assignment, and finally abandoned 
the attempt. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt came to grief on the 
horns of the same dilemma and was writhing 
there helplessly until eruption of World War 
II in 1939 broke the deadlock between him and 
Congress. 
Where will Adlai Stevenson, who has been 
admonished to carry on the Truman policies 
without any change, take his stand? 
If he is uncommitted to pressure blocs, as 
both he and his friends insist he is, the pres­ 
sure blocs which comprise 
the 
Democratic 
coalition are in a firsj-rate dither in the cold, 
gray dawn after their convention. 
None of them can be sure where they will 
be seated at the party table. Even the union 
bosses who have been sitting in the head posi­ 
tion cannot be sure. 
Possibly Gov. Stevenson himself cannot be 
sure. There is some evidence—much evidence 
—that he became the favorite because he was 
not aligned closely with any faction. 
The very thing which made it easy to give 
him the nomination—to avert a head-on colli­ 
sion between hostile factions intent on destroy­ 
ing each other—may make it extremely diffi­ 
cult for him to conduct a compaign. 
The moderate position in presidential politics 
has been pre-empted by another master of 
words with a fine background of expelienee— 
Dwight Eisenhower, the Republican nominee. 
If Stevenson tries to take it, too, he will 
be handicapped automatically by me-tooism. 
His handling of this problem will be the 
thing to watch as the campaign takes form. 
By all appearance he is a moderate in politics, 
yet has accepted the presidential nomination 
of a party composed of irreconcilable extrem­ 
ists ranging from Harry F. Byrd to Hubert 
Humphrey. 


New Political Faces 
The selection of Sen. John J. Sparkman of 
Alabama to run for vice president on the Dem­ 
ocratic ticket rounds out a foursome of new 
faces at the top level of national politics. 
Adlai Stevenson and Dwight Eisenhower, as 
heads of the Democratic and Republican tick­ 
ets, with Sen. Sparkman and Sen. Nixon in the 
second positions mark the passing of a mile­ 
stone in national politics. 
Thus the search of political parties for lead­ 
ership which can carry them 
forward 
has 
reached a climax in these early years of the 
second half of the 20th century. 
It is neither an accident nor an illusion that 
familiar names and faces are disappearing. 
One has only to think of Herbert Hoover’s 
farewell to his party; of Alben Barkley; of 
Harry Truman’s withdrawal from the political 
arena. Time has overtaken them. 
Others have been overtaken by events, while 
still others are waiting for events to catch up 
to them. A new’ political generation is coming 
into it own. True to the party instinct for re­ 
generation, political positions have been seek­ 
ing men unencumbered by connection with un­ 
settled issues. 
The function of vice-presidential candidates 
is to help wage the campaign. Sen. Nixon and 
Sen. Sparkman w'ill be a credit to their tickets. 
The presidential campaign of 1952 should pro­ 
duce the most thorough discussion since the 
campaigns before World War I. 
It is a good bet that voters will not feel 
too listless to go the polls after Eisenhower, 
Stevenson, Nixon and Sparkman have brought 
the national campaigns to a climax next No­ 
vember.

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Do The Voters Want A Change?

NEW YORK 
Korea today is such a land of 
paradoxes that outside observers 
hardly can avoid getting a dizzy 
view. 
On Koje Island the Communist 
POWs seized control of their pri­ 
son compounds and laughed at 
their UN military guards. An Pan- 
munjom, Communist negotiators 
have strung out truce talks for al­ 
most a full year while they have 
built one of the world’s greatest 
armed forces behind the screen of 
a hokum armistice proposal. 
The Korean nation is battered to 
pieces and our hope of re-unifica- 
tion has been bartered for an il­ 
lusory compromise peace. 


BEHIND THESE paradoxes is a 
clash of fundamental policies. One 
view (held by the Republic of Ko­ 
rea' is that international Commu­ 
n i s is on the march and only 
can be stopped by a decisive de­ 
feat, such as would be administer­ 
ed if the Red aggressors were driv­ 
en entirely out of Korea. 
The other view (advocated by 
certain key nations in the UN) is 
that a compromise in Korea might 
cause the Kremlin to hesitate, re­ 
examine the wcrld situation and 
decide to settle down behind its 
iron curtain without taking any fur­ 
ther risk of another world war. 
A proper stage setting for this 
drama is a backdrop curtain show­ 
ing a path leading from Manchuria 
through Ethiopia and the Ruhr to 
Munich, where Chamberlain poses 
over a caption reading: “Peace in 
our time!” 
The lesson as I read it is that 
weakness is not the way to stop 
Communism! It doesn’t work in 
the prison camps, it doesn’t work 
in diplomacy. After the Republic 
of Korea was established in 1948, 
its international friends refused to I 
permit us to build an army — for 
even a defensive force might an- 
tago! I— the Reds. 
Similarly, the failure to extend 
the “Truman Doctrine” 
(which 
worked so well for Greece and 
Turkey) to Korea ga * the Com­ 
munists the false idea that they 
could pluck south Korea like a ripe 
plum. 
Finally, after the UN and ROK 
armies had the Communist invad­ 
ers thoroughly defeated, the politi­ 
cal strategists who are running the 
Korean War w’ere beguiled into 
substituting empty talk for battle­ 
field powrer. 


WHERE DO we go from here? 
We Koreans do not believe that 
more weakness can achieve what 
weakness so far has failed to w’in. 
mains tao etaoetao etaoi etaoinm 
We believe the “limited objective” 
for restoring democratic freedom 
to a re-united Korean nation re­ 
mains today the only program that 
can end the war on any terms 
short of surrender. This is our poli­ 
cy. and we believe history’ will 
vindicate it. 
Meanwhile, what about events in­ 
side South Korea? What kind of j 
life have we tried to build for our- 


well as men, with no limitations of 
education, property, or social posi­ 
tion. In our three national elec­ 
tions to date, from 85 to 90 per 
cent of all eligible voters went to 
the polls. Compare these figures 
with those in any other democracy 
on earth! 
President Rhee currently is bat­ 
tling the National Assembly for the 
simple right of election of our next 
president by all the people rather 
than by the 185 members of the 
assembly itself. The people them­ 
selves have used every means open 
to them to show their own deter­ 
mination to select their next pres­ 
ident with their own votes. There 
is only one possible democratic so­ 
lution. and it is solidly in the Amer­ 
ican (and in the new Korean) tra­ 
dition—let the people decide. 
With 70 per cent of our people 
working in agriculture, the Repub­ 
lic of Korea has carried out a land 
reform law providing that every I 
tennant farmer becomes the owner 
of the land he cultivates through 
payment of 30 per c?nt of each 
annu-1 crop for a period of five 
years. Korea has undertaken to 
build its democracy solidly on the 
foundation of t’ 
welfare of the 
people. 
Educational resources and oppor- 
t. lities Iwve been quadrupled in 
Kor:a. A 35-year rule by Japan 
left us with nothing but Japanese 
textbooks and with few Korean 
teachers. We wrote our owntext- 
teaehers. W’e wrote our own text­ 
books, trained our own teachers 
and reduced adult illiteracy almost 
to the vanishing point. 
We could do this because we 
have a simple alphabet of 26 let­ 
ters (unlike the ideographs of Chi­ 
na and Japan). We did do it be­ 
cause we know that democracy only 
can develop when the people are 
educated. 
This is a tantalizingly brief sum­ 
mary of some of the steps we 
have taken to make democracy 
work in Korea. Give us a chance 
and we will continue to advance!

Now that two good candidates for 
the presidency have been nominat­ 
ed, the question that most every­ 
body is asking is how the voters 
will react and what will be the 
principal things influencing their 
final choice.

THE MOST recent case in point 
was when James M. Cox, Demo­ 
crat, ran against Warren Harding, 
a Republican, in 1920. Nobody at 
that time thought for a moment 
that Harding was even in the same 
class with Cox so far as qualifica­ 
tions for the presidency were con­ 
cerned. Harding has been a rather 
colorless senator, while Cox three 
times had been elected governor 
of Ohio, a Republican state. 
As for campaigning, Cox toured 
the country from coast to coast, 
delivered excellent speeches and 
made a fine impression on the vot­ 
ers who heard him. Harding stay­ 
ed at Marion, O., and conducted 
what was known then as a “front 
porch” campaign. He made a few 
speeches to visiting delegations. 
His addresses were full of ponder­ 
ous phrases and ambiguities. 
Cox embraced the Woodrow Wil­ 
son record and championed the 
League of Nations which Wilson

The recent Democratic convention, or clam­ 
bake with sound effects, mw belongs with his­ 
tory, but a number of things continue to puzzle 
us.

Catastrophes Jump 
Catastrophes—accidents killing fivs or m ort 
people— took about 900 lives in the nation In 
the first six months of this year, nearly 25 
per cent above the toll in the same period 
j of 1951, the statisticians of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co. reports. 
Tornadoes accounting for 229 deaths In six 
Mississippi Valley states in March were the 
most important item in the increase, Fires 
in apartments and dwellings added substan­ 
tially to the iJse in the number of deaths.

Some of the unidentified objects 
show up distinctly on radar sets. 
Early Tuesday, for example, the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration 
at Washington National Airport re­ 
ported strange blips on its radar 
screen—dots which normally would 
represent airplanes moving through 
the sky—for a pre-daybreak period 
of almost five hours. 
Other radar units in the area 
failed to pick up the objects, how­ 
ever. No visual sightings were re­ 
ported. 
The two generals added that the 
hot weather of recent weeks well 
might be related to the current 
outbreak of saucer reports. 
They said that a temperature in­ 
version—a layer of warm air over 
cool air—sometimes may be suf­ 
ficient to deflect radar waves and 
cause a false response on a radar 
set. 
Temperature inversions can oc­ 
cur in perfectly clear skies. Sam- 
ford said such an inversion was 
present in the Washington area 
early last Sunday, when up to a 
dozen unidentified objects appear­ 
ed on radar screens both at Wash­ 
ington National Airport and nearby 
Andrews Air Base. 
And radar itself is not perfect, 
officials said.

Offered To Churches 
LONDON UH—Marble from St. 
Paul’s Cathedral is available to 
any who wish to incorporate it into 
their church as a symbol of fellow­ 
ship with the ancient Cathedral 
Church of London. 
Already more than 50 churches 
in Britain and overseas have re­ 
ceived pieces, including churches 
in the United S t a t e s , Australia, 
Canada, Germany, South Africa, 
and at Tonga and Fiji in the South 
Pacific.
